BOWEK SAOEHEIl, professor of liistory— I 
find that I must explain academic freedom as 
a two part idea. First, the pro- 
fe^r must be JCree to pursue his 
special area of study and pre- 
sent his ftttdtngB tn a profes- 
sional manner to his students. 
He must be completely free from 
administrative, political, com- 
munity or any other pressures 
tabe an -etteotive teacher. I feel 
that I have had this freedom In 
my year^ nt K-Statie. 

• tile second pert of my idea of academic 
freedom is that the professor must have a voioe 
and a vote (I underscore vote) in the selection 
and promotion of staff members and also the se- 
lection of department heads. At his college level, 
the pio fenf Wusl be granted a share of re- 
Bpatkmsmtf Ift the selection Af Vmm 

In ^ 9tmt tbeve has not been complete 
freedom In this area, and the lack of this JEree- 
dom has created a .guM • between the adinlnto- 
trator and the faculty member, I feel that re- 
cently there has been more co-operation in this 
area between the administration and the fac- 
ulty. But across the campus there remains a 
ladh ef oenlifljanoe on the jart of -botih. 



OVER MANY years our fhcuHy through .ef- 
fective teaching and (active research has Aiada 
K-State a great University. But now we seek to 
make It grea^r. i ' 

Two things must happen before this can be 
dene. First the profSMsr mist be f^vso ^sste 
responsibility for decision making in his de- 
partment at his college. Second, effective teach- 
ing (we have effective teachers at K-State) at 
all academic levels must receive financial re- 
wards equal to those given for good research.

The trivial pboni- 
Bess of mveli modem drama is 
exposed at close quarters, but 
Sartre and Fry triumph, con- 
firming suspicions that intimate 
theatre should dabble in only 
the hest materials. 

THK IAHIAIj casts did Justice, 
too, to their excellent material. 
Phlleiopher ftirtre's effort to 
try out his austere theories in a 
dramatic medium is talky and 
ieawadi desr, nitfilCiH4aff, ex- 



citing delivery- All three prin- 
cipals make the words live. Yet 
despite the capable pi^rp>rmances 
of Fat Mlelseii smd Jtim Dillon. 
Sharon Talentl carries off top 
honors tor her success In em- 
bodying the very oonMpt of ego- 
mania disguised as winsono 
charm that the author must have 
had in mind to contrast with 
the warring forces of egomania 
HM demoniac Inst for possession 
and as insubstantial virility. 

Basily the biggest hit of the 
omning, however, is Jaaiee 
Hicks's deadpan comedy as the 
drunken maid In "A Phoenix 
Too Frequent." Her uninhibited 
bolsterousness dispels any lin- 
gering must of rererence that 
the playwrights, themes, setting 
might inspire and presents Fry's 
nntie wit In a manner thnt gets 
it across to local audiences.

Spacecraft Returns Safely

MOSCOW— Russia's two-nuui 
space team landed safely today, 
reliable sources reported. One 
of the cosmonauts made history 
during the flight by becoming 
the first man over to leave an 
orbiting apaoeeraft 

News of the luidlng ended a 
tense silence on the progrMS of 

the Voskhod Sunrise II space- 
ship. Observers had feared that 
something might have gone 
wrong with the flight plan when 
Soviet scientists fell mysteri- 
ously silent about the sUf tor 
several hours. 

THE REPORTED lauding 
came Just 26% hours after 
Voskhod II was launched from 
the Soviet cMmonant station at 
Baikouour in central Asia. 

There had been some specula- 
tion earlter today that Russian 
scientists were planning still 
another space "spectacular" for 
the craft, perhaps a rendovons 
with another spaceship. 

But that effort will apparent- 
ly, now await another day. 



ABOARD VOSKHOD II were 
Col. Pavel Belyayev, 39, and Lt. 
Col. Alead Loonov, 80. It was 

Leonov who left the ship Thurs- 
day for 20 minutes in a feat 
that symbolised a giant step 
toward manned flights to the 
moon and left the United States 
still thrtkeff behind In the spaco 
raea. 

The two oosmonants were 
blasted Into the highest-ever 

orbit at 10 a.m. (2 a.m. EST) 
Thursday. Leonov made his 
historic "swim" In the weight- 
less void of outer space 90 min- 
utes later, tethered to the ship 
by a li-foot cable. .^k^ 

The ship whirled ^^Hend 
earth on an egg-shaped course 
that took It more than SOO miles 
Into space, the deepest penetra- 
tion by any previous ship — Hus- 
sion or American.

Environment Expert Predicts 
School Heating Innovations 



Recent trends in school con- 

fitructi()n off(>r exciting chal- 
lenges to imaginative architec- 
tural designers and engfneen, 
Henry Wright, K-State regents 
professor of architecture, said. 
He Is a world authority on en- 
^vlronniental technology. 

(J.UNTKK schools, for in- 
stance, are becoming increasing- 
ly common over the country. 
'These are claBsrooms groupi^ 
in five to six-room clusters 
which open into one another 
and are without windows. 

"The reasons that this kind 
of thing has gotten going is not 
in order to save money on con- 
struction, or in ordttr to use 
certain type* of heating, or in 
order to get tho air cradltion- 
Ing free, aithonth.all tbete 
things happen. 

♦•TUB RRASONft,** Wright 
continued, "center around edu- 
cational ideas, principally the 
team-teaching concept, and the 
resources -center Idea whcro in- 
structional space is grouped 
around what used to be tbe li- 
brary," 

It is very easy to design 



rooms of this type that require 

very little heat, Wright said, and 
he believes that with modern in- 
sulating materials, heat loss can 
be reduced almost to the van- 
ishing point. At the same time 
little cooling would be required. 

SCHOOL buildings, along 
with churches and motels, are 
ideal structures for nsing elec- 
tric heat. 

"The typical school building 
is ueed only, a fifth of the time 
during the winter season — four* 
fifths of the time it stands idle. 
Iphis o))v'iously is the type of 
Me where it makes sense to 
allow the building to cool off 
when not in use," Wright added. 

Tho schoolroom of the future 
will often be carpeted, Wright 
believes, not only for acoustical 
reasons, but because of heating 
emialdomtlons. 

C.AnPRTEI> floor can be 
made comfortable a great deal 
quicker because tbe anrtece of 

the carpet warms quickly — and 
it doesn't have to be very warm 
anyway, because underfoot it 
win become warm," be said. 
Foamed wall co^rertngs could 



be dMigned. Wright thinks, 

which would have an effect sim- 
ilar to that of carpeted floors 
and which would contribate to 
space that could be warmed 

quickly. 

WRIGHT expects arebttects 

to use direct radiators to make 
outdoor, open air space more 
habitable, too. 

"I'm sure that as time goes 
on we are going to see a break- 
down of old distinctions between 
indoor and outdoor space and 
we'll have semi-enclosed space 
and space that is enclosed only 
part of the tinif " ho p;iir!

"The academic worth of a University can be meuB* 
urcd by tbe value placed on the University's library fa- 
ciiUles," a K-State library official said recently. 

He was referring to the present irtatus ef K^Kate'a 

Parr oil lihniry. 

FIVK ¥l<:.\ltH A(J() his statement would have caused 
little or no discuBiifon. Today the meaning is all too 
clear — without expanded and better quality library faciU- 
ties, K-state's position in the. academic worl4 wiU intfer 
greatly. 

Library critics say the situation as it is now wlU not 
suffice. Library fuctiities must keep pace with the ever 
increasing expansion of the University. 

Alarm over the condition of i(.-State's library hv^m 
a Uttte more than five years ace. At tlurt tlitte It heeantf 
obvious that librtiry resources here wwe laSfhug ftir be- 
hind those of comparable institutions. 

Until five years ago, very little was being done to im- 
prove tbe position of the Itttary. At the iUM tiae, U- 
hrarles In schools of omtmmi^ «I|W Were iBieaidittC 
BtfUdiiy.

Library officials here are the first to realize this. 

.lOI"; KHAI'M, ctircctor of the library, said in connec- 
tiou with comparing K-State's library with libraries of 
other IttBtitvtlons, "Compariits total TolnraM and overall 
budgets shows only part of the true picture. 

"To get an accurate comparison requires a careful 
study of what is being done now to improve the library's 
position. This can be done In part by eTaluatlns aneh thlnga 
aa amount spent per student and the amount of general 
CKpenditures which is spent for the library." 

8lxty-flye dollars per full-time atudent and 2.8 per 
eeat of all general egpendttnres Is spent by the University 
tor llbary purpoaea, aooordlng to the last annual library 
report. ^ 

IN CONTRAST there are four Big Eight universities 
spending less per student and a smaller percentage of 
general expenditures tor library purposes. 

K-State's library budgtft has grown faster than the 
University budget and this is pointed to by officials as a 
algn that library facilities here are becoming as good as 
other university libraries. 

Kraus pointed out that in 1959-60 the library budget 
was 2.2 per cent of all university expenditures; In 1960-61, 
2.4 per eeit; tn 1161-12. 2.B per cent; in 1942-63. 2.7 per 
cent, and in 1963-64 the library budget was 2.8 per cent 
of all general and educational expenditures. 

"The point is not that the library will continue to 
grow." Kraia. said, "but at what mte of growth the Uni- 
versity can and should provide."

Whether this can be done remains to be seen. The 
problem at present seems to be planning library funds so 
that the library may grow fast enough la the future to 
provide the level of education which stndentswd taxiN^rara 
of Kanaia ahouid expect.

MERRILL NOBLE, head of the psychology i'^^-.

Perception and learning, physiological, social 
and personal psychology eaperiments are the sen- 
wal typM studied.

Dhagrems with French 

Editor: 

I have recently read two reviews, one by War- 
ren French and one by Charles Fennel, concern- 
Jng Uie 'Purple Maaque prodnctlons of Swtre's, "No 
Exit" and Fry's "A Phoenix Too Frefiuent." and 
have been able to find little with which I agree. 

•THB PI<A¥ "No Bxit", which was superbly di- 
rected by Betty Norris, was the most successful 
one of the evening. Betty Norris expertly handled 
the problem of costing three of the most demanj^ 
Ing roles of any one-act play of recent years. 'wW 
any one who understands the basic precepts of the 
Existential 'philosophy,' the difficutly of present- 
ing a central theme of tbis, or any other pblliwophy, 
through this medium is easily discernable. Yet, 
John Dillon, Pat Nielsen and Sharon Yalenti did 
a very credible job of doing just this. 

Fat Nielsen was far the most capable per- 
former of the evening. A good actor or actress does 
not play a role — -he 'becomes' the individual. He 
muBt act as that Individual would act and roaot 
to others as that individual would react to others. 
Pat Nielsen was Inez from the beginning of the 
play to the end. John Dillon got off to a slow 
start with the bellboy, but from the moment Inei 
appeared he was Cardeau. Sharon Valenti, who 
played Estelle. had the most demanding of the 
three very difficult roles and only a lack of volume 
snd voice projection kept her from tnkiag top 
honors in this production. 

IF I MAY digress for a moment and say that, 
though tbe one line In Sartre's play. "Hell Is other 
people" is the central |K)int of this drama, this 
is subject to repeated interpretation and evaluatioir 
and one never Is quite sure that they have the tqH 
meaning. At best, many people who saw this play 
left with only an impression of the theme. The 
marvelous caprice which followed Sartre's deep 
and meditative play relieved many of tbe job of 
reflecting about the meaning of Sartre's play. Lack 
of understanding and appreciation may have left 
many with the idea that Fry's play was the better 
of the two. 

.^he play "A Phoenix Too Frequent" answers 
tbe question of which Is the most compeUIng, the 
"life foree" or the "death wish?" But tbe ques- 
tion is answered only after muoh superfluous dia- 
logue and action. The play lacks the unity and 
logl^l progreeilon of the Sartre play. One might 
mistake the presentation of Fry's exuberance of 
verbosity, majestic poetic imagery and rapidity ot- 
flowlng dialogue with the ability of the actors. 

SKIP Dl FF has a well modulated voice, bnt he 
lacks maturity. Sue Mobley would have made a 
much more convincing Dynamene if she did not 
rely so mudi on goature and so little on "beemn- 
ing"" Dynamene Ijikc Sharon Valenti, Miss Mob- 
ley lacked vocal projection and was almost in- 
audible at times. Janice Hicks was by far tha 
most nnaeeomplished player of the evening. Cary 
Nation could have played a more convincing inebri- 
ate. Mlsa Hicks lacked the spontaneity essential 
to good aetlng and aeemed to be too absorbed wltb 
a sense of her own importance and ability. 
not trying to be maliciously destructive in my eval- 
natton of Miss Bfcfks. but It seems that Abe needs 
a great deal more experience before die desenrea 
the appraisal which Warren French gave her. Undo 
pralte this early in her career may give her a 
distorted Tlew of her own abOl^ — ilia baa soom 
talent — and cause her to stagnate her own ca- 
pacities before they have a chance to devc^ope. '

"Plant visitations give the 
student a chance to look at the 
company during operation," 
Langhlln said. Most companies 
conduct mmltfpto Intervfew* be- 
tween the student and various 
department heads and persons 
whom the stndent may come into 
contact with during the course 
of his job, Laughlin said. 

♦'THOSE WHO are invited for 
plant interviews will have a bet- 
ter than 50 percent chance for 
a |ob," Laughlin said. 

Lonnle Theye, ME Sr, visited 
the Sabine River Works of the 
DuPont Chemical Co, Orange, 
Tex, While there he was given 
a tour of the plant admlnlstrap 
tive department and shown the 
position he would have if he ac- 
cepted a posttfoh with the com- 
pany. 

"KACH COMPANY has certain 
duties associated with a par- 
ticular title," Theye said. "Visit- 
ing a plant helps you see what 
yon would be doing If yOB had 
a particular job." 

"It is a unique opportunity to 
gain a better understanding of 
the organization," said Tom 
Mistier, NB Or. 

Mistier visited several com- 
panies during one trip to the 
Bast and plans to see several 
more before re<»lving his Mas- 
ters degree. 

"IT CAS BE a lot of work 
and there la some pressure when 
you try to visit two or three 
companies on one trip." Ulstler 
said. 

"You a#e there to win yonr- 
ielf a job. If you have a real in- 
terest in the company it is a 
very practlele and pleasant way 
of gainiiig agperience," he said.

If, as is probable, poetry is one of the 
noblest achievemente of man. then the re- 
lease by the Weslesran (Conn.) UatYMtty 
Praps of Proleaaor Will Moses* ^\vm» of 
IdentltleN marks one of the hlgl|^st points 
of English department publications. The 
author has squeezed both the nectar and 
the vinegar from life with delicate sensi- 
tirlty |ind has compressed the, concentrated 
mixtm. in about 9fi9tX parts, into # com- 
pact Uttle book of fifty^t^ro poeins. Like 
rediscovered beauty of. forgotten design 
when dusty plates emerge clean-washed, 
ordinary words, till now smudged by con- 
stant careless familiarity, here appear in 
incisive brilliance of imagery^ i^resstngly 
polished to sharp meaning by tilt poet's 
soft eloth of fiflection and understanding. 

In If 12 HanFiet Monm gnye new bope. 
new life, new dire<0i<m to the art of verslfjr- 
ing with the appearance of her magasine, 
Poetry, and this first impetus to poetry and 
poetical criticism since the death of Whit- 
man retained sufficient inertia to last 
pMt^m^m^jMmm, ftlntdatlng bo^ 
iitmicni' HHl mdint a^lEe. Tbrouji^ ^ 4to> 
layed Influence of .PottlCd. and Bliot. how- 
ever, poetry became more and more ob- 
scure, thus losing most of its reading public. 
That poet was fortunate, indeed, who (like 
the two merchants in a barrel selling a hat 
back and forth to eaeb other «o as to not 
lose the "touch" of b^tsinesi) opuld f Ind a 
sympathetic colleague to read his output. 
Poets, for the most part, were limited to 
writing their verse for themselves or at 
best for each other. It is, therefore, an al- 
most inexpressible delight to read Profes- 
sor Moses' poetry with Its easily-under- 
stood, clear«cut, thought-provoking im- 
agery. 

TUB FIFTT-TWO poems coni^tute the 

observations and reflections of a delicately 
tune d humanitarian philosopher. The 
reader must not expect to find gaiety or 
laughter here! These are the serious 
musings of a man troubled about the mean- 
ings of life. 

For the most part, the poet travele alone 
in the diffused lt|^t of the sunless pre- 



dawn or in the half-shade of twilight. He 
views the world from a horizontal target 
range, scoring accurate bulls eyee on ^ 
tin-can Tahies of man's *'bu«r-work." The 
missiles enter In a precise, <^ean probe, but 
expose nigged, Uxm edges and miiig boles 
In these rallies as they exist. 

The, quiet beauty of seabirds in the 
dawn on the Virginia beach and the satisfy- 
ing walk, itself, along the lonely strand^ 
the homely delights of rock fiiiierBMp 
along the Potomac; ducks ooming in for a 
landing on a mandiy streAn; the mirror 
surface of a wilderness lake disturbed into 
a sharply etched arrow by a swlmi^ing 
furry animal; the lurking danger of death 
in jungles unfrequented by man, and the 
jungles of cities, too, with their unsuspected 
deadly fangs-— all of these provide a rich 
tapestry of unforge^bie color aa the po!iet 
travels like an imteen spirit from the burn- 
ing prairie to the bleak Aleutians. ' 

The reader Is content If he is fortunate 
enough to limit his reaction to the re- 
strained emotional beauty emphatically 
built into the imagery. If, however, he re- 
acts as does the poet, the soothing vistas 
are qulddy r^laoed by worried ooiBiCenl 
that sends his thoughts racing backward 
to more primitive times 'when the world, 
was not chewed up and scarred by man's 
curiosity to -gamble on the future. Thi 
backward look is also disturbing, as is 
author's genius for measuring space isi 
time. . . 

THE POET OFFEBS no solutions to the 
problems raised in his mind, but for alter- 
natives he presents other problems as 
equally disturbing. The shock of the deeper 
intent forces the reader to repeated con- 
sideration of the poems for their is much 
more In this mild looking volume than can 
be digested in a dosen readings. 

At the end of World War I poets were' 
as numerous as the plains buffalo once was, 
but even as the buffaloes have become deci- 
mated, so too have the poets. K-State is 
indeed fortunate to have a professor who 
is a good poet and the University's entire 
personnel could do a lot worse than become 
familiar with the art Professor Moses has 
created.

Hodg« Back to Econamcs 
After Managing India Farms 



J< Adair Hodges recently 
i^^ied to K>€tAte afl^ a two- 
f4Ke tour of duty as farm man- 
agement adviser at the Poona 
Gollege of Agriculture. Poona, 
India. ' ' 

Dr. Hodges, profeseor In eeo- 
nomics, worked in the program 

of advanced training in farm 
management and practical agri- 
oolture. 

ACCORDING to Hodges, the 
trainees for the program are 
employees of the Department of 
Agriculture of the state in which 
Poona Is located. All of the 
trainees are jE;raduates of the 
Poona College of Agriculture and 
most of them had two or more 
■y«ars of experience. 

The program was organised 
to place emphasis on haaic frln- 
ciples of ])rodnPtion economics, 
farm accounting, functions of 
proper management, methods of 
t'jm. planning and farm mw* 
aliment research. 

' VWM^VB trainees reported for 
the first lecture ln< January. 



1964, and four additional mem- 
bere reported later. 

In addltloii to ehtssroom ae- 
tivities, each trainee was as- 
signed' to lyork with a farmer 
Mitt'pfiOTflTe tlliAgei lo&led 
apiMvzlinately ' SB aiUos Crom 
Pooha. 

4CCOHDIXG to Hodges, after 
the first month of orientation, 
the trainees alternated one week 
at the village and one week of 
class work. 

"Each trainee was required to 
make a map of his farmers' hold- 
ings and maintain a record of 
one year's activity. Shortly be- 
fore the end o< the training pe- 
riod, the trainee submitted a 
idan for reorganlsntlon and op- 
eration ot tlw boMfa4»/' HodfM 
said. 

THK FARMS of the Indian 

farmer* average Beven and one- 
half acres. The small farms are 
'fragmeBtod," apllt toto aewral 
•nailer - areas in various loca- 
tkms. Host of the farm work, 
Ineludlng irrigation, is done 
with the aid of bullocks. Bul- 



loeki are draft animals similar 
to an ox. 

There are a few cooperative 
farms in which farmers combine 
their holdings into larger units 
and profits me aharod equally. 
On some of thwe larger farm 
units it is not uncommon to find 
modern farm equipment, Hodges 
said. 

THK RiSHl'LTH of the pro- 
gram are somewhat undeter- 
mined. 

"In a project which InelndoH 
teaching it is difficult to meas- 
ure results, especially while a 
training course is still in prop;- 
resH," Hodges said. "Activities 
and resiilta m*7 beci^me con- 
fused." 

Hodges said woi% with the 
fanners must progress further 
befora rmiults can be meaanred 
accurately. 

"About all that can he said

Apathetic Bandwagon Rolls On 



The citizens of the United States are some of the 
most educated in the world. Year by year the average 
araouat of educatloa per perwoB iaoreaoes. Yet the people 
of the 1T.S. would have to lie daiied as among the muM 
uninformed in the world. 

Stsdiee have been made asking the common person 
on the street simple questions about current events or 
national issues and, more times tiian not, the results were 

not gratifying! 

Many average citizeM cannot name their representa- 
tives to Congress, cannot name cabinet officials, can't 
BHDe any important legtslatloa pasied recently by €!on- 
g^nets, and some cltiseBs aren*t even able to name tbe 
goven^ of the state or the President of the United States; 

This citizen apathy is apparent at local levels in even 
sroater proporttoiis. One needs only to attend an annual 
city budget liearing or an annual school tx>ard meeting 
to witness this phenomenon. At a recent budget hearing 
In a city of 30,000 people, only ft>ur persons showed up. 

lost weeKi dnly 40 per cent bothered themselves to 
participate in electUig siitdent government o0icials here 
at K-State. 

What are the reasons for this so-calked apathy In a 
nation that claims to offer more chances for individual 
citizen i>artici]«ation in government than any other na- 
tion? 

With radio and tsljpvlslon booming more news orien- 
taled pmgnuns» wltti'more people sttbscribing to newft- 
pit^ than'^rvir befbt«» and wttli new*' vagastaues agit- 
able to all, it seems ttet tlwre should be no problem. But 
It Btitl exists. 

It appears here that it must be a problem of time. 
Today's citizen considers himself too busy to inform him- 
self of what is going on in the world. What time he does 
dev^ to reading a newspaper in involved in reading 
the sports pag^and catehing up on the ootnlos. or eheck- 
ing to see what j^gains-Jbe' grocery .stores are carrying 
this" weekend antri^tlUgtt go at that. 

Part of the responsibility lies with the newspaper. 
One reason given for an uninterest in front page news is 
that it is dull. Mass-media should present the news in an 
accurate, but fnterestiug nmuner. Today's journalist is 
dedicated to presenting and interpreting the news, but

Beginning June SO, Kansas 
Power and Light Co. wfll be sup- 
plying the campus with 7,600 
kilowatt hours of electric power. 

KA>'1M>I..1>H Gingrich, direc- 
tor of the Physl«al Plaat* aatd 
the additional power Is neces- 
sary because of the construction 
of new buildingi ou eampns. 

With the completion of the 
two new women's dorms, the 
addition to Seaton hall, the new 
chemistry teaching laboratory 
and the remodeling of Wlllard 
hall the 4,750 kilowatt hours 
produced by tbe Power Plant 
will not be sufficient, Qlngrich 
said. 

UlNUKICH said the additional 
power will be brought here on 

two 34,000 volt lines. Each line 
will tie Into a transformer 
which will step down the power 
to 12,500 volts. 

One of the transformers Is 
already in place. It is located 
in the southwest corner of West 
Stadium parking lot. The other 
transformer will be located near 
the corner of Ciatlin Road and 
Manhattan Avenue, Gingrich 
said. 

GINGRICH said power from 
the transformer near Claflln 
lload iind Manhattan Avenue 
will be transmitted to another 
transformer near tlia eonstrae- 
tion site of the new women's 
dorm. Here the power will again 
be reduced to 4,160 volts for 
use by the new dorm complex. 

Gingrich said the two trans- 
formers will be connected by an 
automatic switching device which 
will allow one transformer to 
take over if the other fails. 

"THK CX>STIM*1TY of power 
la particularly vital due to the 
many research projects on cam- 
pus," Gingrich said. A power 
failnra eould destroy many yeara 



of work In ft Tory alwrt Una,

Gingrich said the campus 
eventually will contract for all 
electric power. He said the gen- 
erators now In the Power Plant 
were meant to be uaed lor 80 
yeara; one of the ganeraton haa 
passed that mark but itIU li 
operating efficiently. 

WUMN the present genera ton' 
cease to operate efficiently, elec- 
tric power will he brought to 
transformers at the Power Plant 
which will be used aa a distribu- 
tion center, Gingrich said,

Certainly there are ways 
of deciding If something is worthwhile or not 
without actually experlenelng tt firsthand. 

I^OME RBBPOIfSRS suggested that the qnoitlon 
of whether to drink or not is an individual matter 
that should not concern other people. One could 
agree with this if thoes who drink could keep the 
cunsequences of their dvtnklng confined to them- 
sclvps, but when the consequences involve other 
people, as so often is the case, they have a right 
to be ooMeraed. 

The drinking rule at K-8tate is not just the 
concern of those directly involved. Perhaps there 
has been too Uttle concern shown by those who 
don't drink as to what the rule is since abstinence 
automatically eliialnates worrying about what the 
rule says. 

It seems to me the questions concerned with 
drinking are answered by first answering the nues- 
tlon "what is the purpose of my life: to satisfy 
my own selfish draires tor 'pleasure,' or to con> 
triiHitc as much as I can to the welfare and good 
of mankind?"

The sheriff was killed In a 
Bhoot-ont in 1949, and Perkiaa 
was again made sheriff by ap- ' 
polntment of Governor Carlson. 

BT THE TIME Kansas went 
"wet" in July 9, 1949, we had 
aoenmalated 15,739 in liquor, 
he aald. When some one was 
found with liquor in his car, 
both the car ^ and the liquor 
were confiscated, besides giving 
him a fine and a jail sentence. 
"I put 296 people in Jail that 
year," ha mM.

The late fifties ushered in a new era in Africa. 
ti was the e^ of political emancipation, self- 
awareness, self-determination, self- assertion, and 
participation in the community of free nations. 
Now events in that continent loom so high on the 
horizon of world iif fairs, that one can rightly claim 
Africa Lo hold the balance between the two ex- 
tremes of western civilization. 

AS THE €BA»LE of dvUlsation Itself, that 
continent has had the bad luck to be over-run by 
soldiers of fortune who had neither the moral 
fiber nor the hxmianity to appreciate her posibili- 
ties. Colonialism deprived Africa of her birth- 
right, slavery played its shameful role in depopu- 
lating Africa, and imperialism emasculated her 
lirtll to live as a human being and to enjoy her fair 
•hare of the bounties of the good earth. 

Bventually Africa is awake, and it i« only be- 
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Ing realistic not to underrate her capabilities. It 
la very embarraKsing that even at this time people 
are still miseducated and misinformed about Africa. 

I have had the opportunity to watch TV pro- 
grams and movies produced by the whites about 
Africa in Moseow (USSRK Frankfurt (W. Ger- 
many), London (Bngland) and Manhattan, Kan- 
sas. These programs had one thing in common. 
They were mere exhibitions of the wild animals 
— tigers, lions, etc. and nudes. 

OHVIOUSLV these things did exist years gone 
by, but they are in no way characteristic of Africa 
today. Most of those ptcturaa were distributed by 
our former colonial masters, to dlseourage other 
whites from participating In* their inhuman ex- 
ploitation of the resources of Africa. In fact I 
saw my first tiger in a German zoo in Western 
Berlin, yet I am African, and these animals, it is 
claimed, move about freely in the living places. 

Undoubtedly some cities in Africa compare 
favorably with what we have, in some of these 
white countries, and the «t»adiii4 of living is not 
as portrayed by these movies. Many Africans, 
nevertheless, live happily and can afford most of 
the luxuries tliat go to make life tolerable. Radios, 
TVs, autos, washing machines, etc. are quite In 
use In some of the cltiet. Tie standard of living 
in the l^rited SlatM, Weiter4 Oeriiaii^ atiA IBng- 
land is quite high and enviable but I strongly be- 
lieve that the average Nigerian enjoys more lux- 
ury than the Russian. Yet even in that country 
Africa Is also misrepresented and people misin- 
formed about her.

Cnrr»it events show that is Is becoming in- 
creasingly difficult for any notion to exist all alone 
by itself, no matter how rich and powerful. The 
need for friendship based on mutual respect and 
equality of people cannot then be over-estimated. 
Diplomatic friendship should not be an end in 
Ittself , but should be a means to a greater end of 
mutual understanding between people Irraapectlve 
of such extraneous factQrs ^iQ^ mce» creed and color.

Gas Fiasco Tops 

The U.S. Information Agency is Bald to be so con- 
cerned over the destructive psychological impact Of dli- 
closuret of employmeat of even a mild l^iid of gas war- 
fare.in Vfetnam that It Is demaadiiig such tacpcs be 
halted at once. 

THAT WOriiO be the crowning irony of a story re- 
I>lete with irony. For the fact remains the United States 
in its bumbling, bighearted way, was only trying to take 
a little of the savagery out of the savage business of waf. 
It was trying to snMttuto sueh Oilftgi as. tear gas for 
bullets and bombs where possible, especlidly where 
civilians might be Intermingled with enemy soldiers. The 
difference between this and the bombing of Hirodhima is 
manifestly the difference between day and night. 

And yet this relatively kindly enterprise was under- 
Uken with such fantastlo Ineptnese that tkMmntunists 
could plausibly cry "gas warfare" and "chemlcia warftoe" 
and "the same old American butchery/' 

THE FACT of the employment of the disabling gases 
was allowed to burst upon the world so suddenly that the 
Communist accusations preceded any U.S. explanations. 
And the explanations, when they came, sounded em- 
barrassed and defensive. 

There is no indication that the ageni^ whose assigned 
job is to understand and predict the ini;)act of policy de- 
(^isions ui)on peoples* minds — the USIA — ^was ever con- 
sulted in the matter. 

The affair may well go into the books as the propa- 
ganda fiasco of the year. We hope there will be none such 
la the future— Chicago Bally News.

knowledge and the changing and increasing spe- 
cialties which come out of it are quickly outmoded. 
By the time most such knowledge is taught an(J 
learned, it no longer has even a practical utility. 
Nevertheless, we continue to mirror this flux and 
change in ever-increasing specialties and never- 
ending courses in our ever-changing college cur- 
ricula, but it is a false image. 

The result is that institutions of higher learn- 
ing are producing more and more so-called spe- 
cialists at the expense of educated men and women. 
These quasi-specialists are proudly grounded in a 
body of information that is outmoded and best for- 
gotten once on the job. But we continue on our 
merry way, turning universities into trade schools 
much akin to vocational and technical high 
schools. 

IT IS ALMOST necessary to have a dry sense 
of humor to get a laugh out of the extent to which 
we have carried the cult of specialization. It is 
really no longer a joke to find in college curricula 
courses for: drum majors, cosmetologists, sports 
broadcasters, window displayers, cooks, rug weav- 
ers, bakers, salesmen, millers, ice cream mckefs, 
' office managers, "automobile drivers, taHem, and 
the like. I do not particularly wish to single out 
these speoialtleB. A Quick glance at your college 
catalogue, a disgusting encyclopedta of noasense, 
will enable you to make your own list. 

And so we regularly matriculate from the "halls 
of ivy" a stream of individuals which liasn't the 
slightest notion of education. They can neither 
speak nor construct a simple sentence, let alone 
tonnulate m neuiingful questioiu StuAsnts sub- 
Jeetid td this i^pstom, perpetuated by btasd m»n 
and women, can hardly be expected to develop 
social consciences. The University exists to teach 
that nothing is more important than anything else, 
unless it is to make as much money as possible. 
There is no order in the intellectual realm, other 
than **what's in It for me." As Robert Hutchliia. 
former GhancelloT of the University of Chicago, 
has said: "There is nothing central and nothing 
peripheral, nothing primary and nothing second- 
ary, nothing basic and nothing superficial. The 
course of study goes to pieces because th«re Is 
nothing to hold it together. Wviallty, mediocrity 
and vocationaatam take tt oter." •

The two year course prepares 
a ptTKon to work as an arranger 
in retail floriculture. The tour 
year course enables a graduate 
to manage a retail floral busi- 
ness. Cummerce courses are in- 
cluded in this eurricolnm. 

FLORAIj arrangement I starts 
with the mechanics of the busi- 
ness. Students learn to cut 
large flowers, wire and tape 
them to make smaller ones, Dr 
Carpenter said. 

He continued describing the 
course by saying that they study 



the care and tdasttty of all flow- 
ers. 

They then arrange polyethy- 
lene flowers in bowls. Thtre 
are many patterns in which 
flowers are arranged, such as 
triangle, torch patterns and the 
lazy 8. 

Mmnra Vmi fan they con- 
centrate on using dried ma- 
terials and novelty arrange- 
ments. 

The Chrlatmaa holidays pro- 
vide many Ideas for utiuHual ar- 
rangements.

Dugas said the United States 
was gaining friends in its role

fore using gns. Since using gas 
the United States Is right back 
where It started, he said. 

>I(>ST STATE boundaries were 
the results of political settle- 
ments, Douglas said, it has 
helped to centralise our federal 
government. Most state govern- 
ments are incompetent to set up 
an effective economic program, 
he said. 

It a state were set up around 
a strong economic area, Doug- 
las said, there would be more 
rivalry between economic areas 



than there is now. State boun- 
dales could be erased economic- 
ally, but for political purposes, 
they conld not. he said. 

Dugas said the ideal campus 
size in a British survey was be- 
tween 2,500 and r..000 studi nts.
